102.  MAINTENANCE  OF  UNIFORMS  FOR  ARNG  ENLISTED  MEMBERS  ON  ACTIVE  DUTY, 

a.  Guidance  contained  in  NGB  Budget  and  Funding  Instructions  79-6, 
Maintenance  of  Uniforms  for  Enlisted  Members  on  Active  Duty  in  Excess  of 
Six  Months,  dated  7  Mar  79,  supersedes  BFI-77-8,  same  subject,  dated  14 
Dec  76. 

b.  All  enlisted  personnel  on  active  duty,  to  include  active  duty  for 
training  or  full  time  training  duty,  for  any  period  in  excess  of  six 
months  are  entitled  to  a  uniform  maintenance  allowance  under  the  Clothing 
Monetary  Allowance  System  (CMAS).   This  allowance  is  payable  automatically 
through  JUMPS  -  Army  based  on  data  furnished  by  the  State  to  the  active 
Army  FAO  servicing  the  pay  account  when  the  individual  is  accessed  to 
JUMPS  -  Army. 

c-   Orders  placing  an  enlisted  individual  on  active  duty  in  excess  of 
six  months  who  will  not  be  paid  through  JUMPS  -  Army  will  include 
authorization  for  payment  of  Individual  Clothing  and  Uniform  Gratuities, 
Enlisted. 

d.  Individual  authorized  a  uniform  maintenance  allowance  under  CMAS  will 
receive  the  appropriate  rate  stated  in  Table  3-5-6,  DODPM.

601.   PLANNED  TARCOM  POLICY  ON  USE  OF  ALUMINUM  AND  STEEL  TANK  ROADWHEELS. 

a.  Several  tests  on  M60  series  tanks  have  been  accomplished  using  aluminum 
and  steel  roadwheels  in  various  combinations,   These  tests  have  confirmed 
the  feasibility  of  using  steel  roadwheels  on  M60  series  tanks  and  have 
also  confirmed  that  aluminum  wheels  should  not  be  used  on  M48  series  tanks 
and  the  M88  Recovery  Vehicle.   The  interchangeabilicy  of  the  wheels  on 
various  vehicle  series  is  related  to  the  aluminum  and  steel  roadwheel 

hubs  used  on  the  various  vehicles. 

b.  At  this  time,  TARCOM  is  acquiring  the  necessary  new  NSN's  requesting 
price  changes  and  procuring  materials  that  will  permit  the  dissemination 
of  a  detailed  TARCOM  policy  oh  che  use  of  aluminum  and  steel  roadwheels. 


It  is  expected  that  the  policy  will  be  published  about  15  Aug  79.   In 
the  interim,  however,  aluminum  and/or  steel  wheels  may  be  used  on  M60 
series  tanks,  however  aluminum  wheels  (NSN  2530-00-784-9292)  should  be 
ordered  for  replacement. 

c.   Only  steel  wheels  (NSN  2530-00-701-3976)  are  to  be  utilized  for 
M48  series  tanks  and  M88  Recovery  Vehicles. 


602 .   LETTER  OF  INSTRUCTION  FOR  IMPLEMENTATION  UF  CHANGE  2,  TM  38-750 
(MAY  1978)  THE  ARMY  MAINTENANCE  MANAGEMENT  SYSTEM  (TAMMS)  DATED  21 
MARCH  1979.   Cancel  entire  paragraph  6  of  subject  letter.   Add  the 
following : 

"As  a  deviation  from  instructions  contained  in  TM  38-750,  shop  chief  of 
OMS,  UTES  and  MATES  are  authorized  to  authenticate  DA  Form  2407  (Main- 
tenance Work  Request)  and  DA  Form  2064  (Document  Register)  for  Priority 
Designators  (PD)  01-08.   The  SMO  may  designate  in  writing,  by  DF  or  letter, 
an  individual  to  authenticate  DA  Form  2407 ,  assigned  Priority  Designators 
01-08  and  DA  Form  2064  at  OMS,  MATES  and  UTES  during  any  temporary  absence 
of  the  appointed  shop  foreman". 


PART  7  —  SAFETY 

701.  FABRICATED  BURNERS.   The  use  of  butane/propane  gas  fired  stoves  on 
MTOE/TDA  field  kitchen  equipment  is  unauthorized.   For  safety  purposes, 
as  well  as  training  purposes,  butane/propane  burners  will  not  be  used 
(Para  3-126,  AR  30-1;  Para  3-6a,  NGR  30-1  and  Para  5-9g,  NGB  Pam  350-1). 

702.  OPERATION  OF  CftMBAT  VEHICLES,   a.   Special  attention  must  be  given 

to  safety  hazards  present  during  operation  o£  combat  vehicles,  particularly 
to  accidental  or  unexpected  movement  of  the  vehicle.   In  this  regard,  the 
combat  vehicle  driver  compartment  should  be  occupied  any  time  that  the 
main  engine  is  running. 

b.   Combat  vehicle  crews  are  also  cautioned  to  gd serve  the  safety  warnings 
contained  in  operator  manuals  pertaining  to  starting  the  vehicle,  positioning 
ground  guides,  and  mounting  and  dismounting  from  the  vehicle. 

703.  UTILIZATION  OF  VEHICLE  SEAT  BELTS  AND  VEHICULAR  SAFETY  STRAPS.   a. 
Many  military  vehicles,  especially  civilian  type  sedans,  pickups,  and 
trucks  are  equipped  with  safety  (seat)  belts  and  over  the  shoulder  safety 
straps  or  harness.   All  drivers  and  passengers  are  urged  to  properly  use 
the  belts  on  vehicles  so  equipped. 

b.   Drivers  of  tactical  military  vehicles  used  to  transport  troops  which 
have  safety  scraps  (tailgate  or  other  openings)  will  insure  the  safety 
strap  is  fastened  and  adjusted  properly  prior  to  moving  the  vehicle.

PENTACHLOROPHENOL  SOLUTION  TREATED  AMMUNITION  BOXES 


Wood  of 


the  subject  item  is  impregnated  with  a  five  percent  solution  of  Pentachlo- 
rophenol  (PCP)  as  a  preservative.   POP  is  toxic  by  contact,  inhalation  and 
ingestion.   Personnel  should  avoid  these  routes  of  exposure  to  the  maximum 
extent  possible.   Recent  medical  reports  have  shown  that  even  sawdust 
containing  PCP  can  initiate  an  allergic  reaction  requiring  medical  attention, 

b.  Because  of  toxicity  of  PCP  and  its  vaporization  potential  when  heated, 
personnel  should  avoid  burning  this  wood  in  a  closed  or  inadequately 
ventilated  area.   Boxes  exposed  to  sunlight  and  natural  weathering  will 

si  -<ly  decompose  and  leach  PCP  from  surface  of  the  wood.   These  boxes 
and  their  lumber  parts  are  usually  safe  to  handle,  as  is,  but  at  no  time 
should  personnel  be  allowed  to  work  wood  surface  (i.e.,  sanding  or  sawing) 
to  release  PCP  at  the  surface  of  wood  Is  always  possible,  personnel  should, 
at  all  times,  avoid  skin  contanct  while  handling  boxes  by  wearing  gloves, 
coveralls,  etc.   Disposal  of  the  subject  item  should  be  accomplished  in 
the  following  order  of  priority: 

(1)  Report  this  item  to  your  local  Defense  Property  Disposal  Office 
(DPCO)  in  accordance  with  the  Defense  Disposal  Manual,  DOD  4140. 21M, 
latest  edition  with  supplements  and  applicable  messages  for  transfer, 
donation,  or  sale. 

(2)  If  disposition  of  this  item  cannot  be  erre^ted  through  local 
DPCO,  then  disposal  can  be  accomplished  by  burial  in  a  landfill  designed, 
constructed  and  operated  in  accordance  with  Title  40,  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations ,  latest  edition,  Part  241.   Guidelines  tor  the  land  disposal 
of  solid  waste,  and  applicable  state  and  local  standards  on  the  burial 

of  solid  (hazardous)  waste.   Landfill  burial  should  be  coordinated  with 
state  officials. 

(3)  If  state  disallows  landfilling  of  this  item,  you  should  petition 
to  open  burn  it  under  provisions  of  state  air  pollution  regulations. 
Typical  sections  allow  open  burning  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  materials, 
where  there  is  no  alternate  method  of  disposal. 

c.  PC?  does  not  decompose  at  temperatures  less  than  300-310  degrees 
Centigrade,  therefore,  it  is  not  recommended  that  PCP  treated  wood  be 
used  as  a  source  of  fuel  for  fireplaces.
